Along Sacramento River.

SACRAMENTO, July 6—{Excivusive 
Dispatch.) Promise is made of a com- 
bined attack by city, State and na- 
tional authorities upon the Natamos 
Company, an English corporation of 
enormous wealth and earnings, ope- 
rating gold dredgers in this vicinity. 
The dredgers make a profit on ground 
that will yield over 4% cents to the 
square inch in gold, and they turn up 
‘the earth sixty feet deep. The banks 
of the American River above Sacra- 
mento, which were rich placer ground 
in early days, is the field of the opera- 
tions to which objection is made. 
The bed of the Sacramento River is 
filling up higher and higher every year 
on of the detritus coming from 
the placer and dredging grounds. 
Placer mining has been reBulated 
with some success, and the dredgers 
are supposed to operate behind levees. 
But. as a matter of fact, while the 
American River is clear as crystal 
above the dredgers, it is heavy with

The water supply of Gnttaments has 
been filled : this mud. And bars 
at the moufh of the American have 
practically stopped navigation on the 
Sacramento above thie city for the 
summer.

NO LEGAL SYMPATHY FOR'THIS 
YOUNG COUPLE. 


Messenger Boy Who Wants to) 
Marry Girl He Cared for When She 


Was Mungry Faces Charge Before 
Tribunals of County, State and City. 


No end of a legal tangle and a re- 
peated “passing of the buck” between 
various courts has been brought out 
by the case of Charles Spielman, the 
young messenger boy charged with 
contributing to the delinquency of 1- 
year-dld Mary Vernon, and the pro- 
cedure has become so tied’ up 
tween Judge Wilbur's court, the Po- 
lice Court and one of the Township 
Courts, that it seemed yesterday even- 
ing that the matter would remain 
“up in the air” until the District Court 
of Appeals renders a decision in the 
case of the people against Mills Sing, 
a parallel, though dissimilar, case. 

Mary Vernon, a handsome, well-de- 
veloped girl, who seems a woman of 
20, was placed in the Detention Home 
on January 1 last, by Judge Wilbur 
at the request of her parents. About 
six weeks ago she was taken out of 
the home by a young man who has 
since been punished and who turned 
her loose upon the worid after a few 
days. Cast upon her own resources 
fearing to return to the home of 

parents, the girl wandered about 
the streets until, ragged and hungry, 
She met young Charlies Spielman, a 
messenger boy, with more heart than 
discretion. 

The girl's appeal for food and help 
was more than Spielman could stand. 
He spent most of his savings, about 
$32, in presentable cos- 
tume, from t to shoes, Then he 
installed her in his rooms, and, vowing 
he would marry her, began looking 
about town for a little home he could 
buy for her on the Installment plan. 

The police cut short the messenger 
boy’s romance. Spielman was arrest- 
ed and put in the City Jalil, and Mary 
was sent back to the Detention Home. 
Spielman was put on trial before Jus- 
tice Frederickson in the Police Court 
about a month ago. H. looked the 
Justice squarely in the eyes and said 
he had made a mistake in the girl's 
age, but that he would marry her 
as soon as the opportunity was given 
him. There was a conference between 
the court and the District Attorney's 
Office, and at its conclusion Spielman 
was released on his own recognizance.
